1. IN DISCUSSING PORTUGUESE AFRICAN TERRITORIES WITH 
HEADS OF AFRICAN DIPLOMATIC MISSIONS IN LONDON ON JULY 2 
(REFTEL), FONSEC CALLAGHAN ENDORSED GENERAL SPINOLA'S 
INSISTENCE ON A REFERENDUM PRIOR TO INDEPENDENCE.

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CALLAGHAN NOTED THAT IF ELECTIONS PRECEDE INDEPENDENCE 
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NEW GOVERNMENTS WOULD HAVE STAMP OF LEGITIMACY, THUS

DEADLOCKED NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN ANC AND SMITH GOVERNMENT
